the end, with which New England farm 
wives summon the men from the fields 
to the noonday raenl. It was repeated" 
several times at intervals and came eaoh 
irae from nearer the camp/ The guide 


vofc up and went out to the maple grove 
\ few rods away, took down from a 
imb the track that was banging there, 
[ragged it nearer the camp and hung it 
ip to a tree within plain sight of the 
doorway. 
'' When we know that a hear is prowl- 


ug round, it is well to have our venison 
vhoro we can see it, "he said. 
"He 


von't come so near tho camp, bnt if we 
oft the meat out among the maples he'd 
e apt to spoil some of it before morn- 
ng. 
A bear is a hungry creature and 


will eat about everything, from honey 
o carrion—a stale salt mackerel will 
draw one farther than anything else— 


nt ha is shy about coming around 
amps whore people are. You'll see that 
bis one will come near enough to find 
nt'that there are people here, and then 
vill go away." 


Tho New Yorker was for going out 


o try a hhot at theliear, bnt the guide 
old him that it was of no use. 


"He won't come into view anyway," 
e said, "and if yon show yourself at 
he door he'll not come within rifle 
hot. Remember that he can see in the 
ark, 
but unless yu> should get a 


glimpse of his eyes you couldn't distin- 
;uish him among the shadows five steps 
away. Just listen, and we may hear 
ini." 
The New York man lay down again 
pou the bonghs. The scream came once 
again close at band and after that was 
eard no more. Presently the guide lif t- 
d his head and signaled the New York- 
r tbat ne should listen. There was a 
onnd of crackling twigs and rustling 
ushes somewhere outside the open 
pace in front of the camp, but no noise 
f footfalls. Then came a little sharp 
ound of snuffing and after that the 
noise of something moving through the 


ushes again. The snuffings and then 
he moving on again kept up until the 
iear had completely circled round tbe 
amp, 
and then the sounds from him 


led away. Bruin had found out all ho 
vaiited to know about the camp, deoid- 
ri that venison there ws>a likely \.a come 
oo high in the v?ay of risk in getting it, 
and gone away without showing him- 
elf or exposing bis skin to any greater 
'isk than tbat of a random shot. 


"That's the way with bears," ob- 


;erved Meserve as the two men lighted 
heir pipes. "You almost never get a 
hot at one unless you catch him swim- 
ming a pond—and in that case yon 
want to make sure of your shooting or 
ie'11 come aboard your boat, which, 
_nakes things bad—or run him down 
with clogs, which is expensive, for the 
more valuable tbs dog the more certain 
be is to get killed It's only the curs 
bat will yap at the bear's heels and run 
iway when be turns on them that es- 
cape damage in a bear chase, and, once 
u sight of the bear, they're tbe most 
useful too. The bear is like what I have 
read of elephants. Ho can't bear tho 
sound of a little dog snapping behind 
urn and keeps turning round to drive 
iim off and so gives tbe hunters a 
chance to ooine up. 


Tbere was one bear i,hat stayed 


round this sbore for years, and he gave 
fishermen no end of trouble by robbing 
;heir camps when they wera out on the 
ake fishing. He bothered them worst iu 
:he early spring, when they came up to 
the lakes to fish through the ice. It was 
about tbat time that the bear would 
come out from his winter's sleep lean 
and hungry, and it took a heap to fill 
him up. 
He was a great traveler, and 


before tbe nshing season ended be would 
be beard of from one end of the lake to 
ihe other. 
They could tell tbat it was 


one boar that did the business, for this 
one bad a foot with some of the toes 
gone, and tbe tracks about tbe camp al- 
ways showed tbis mark. 


Tbis bear run his rig up nnd down 


tbo lake for three years without get- 
ting into trouble. 
He came to grief at 


last in a very queer way. A man nam- 
ed Silas Thompson, camping alone on 
tbe east shore of the lake, was out on 
the ico inmdinjj hid linoe one March 
clay and thinking bow he would have 
to go borne sooner tban he bad intended, 
owing to an accident tbat bad happened 
tbat morning at his camp. In some way 
be had dropped his rum jug and broken 
it in two or tbree places. Tbere waa a 
bottle with some molasses in it standing 
by the fireplace, and by grabbing up the 
3ug quickly and holding it over the bot- 
tle be managed to save a quart or two 
of rum in the shape of 'black strap'— 
tbat's the state of Maine name for rum 
and molasaes mixed together, and it's 
an enticing drink. He bad just made 
up his mind to go to the camp to try a 
little of tbe mixture when be saw a 
bear coming out on tbe ico from that 
direction, and the bear was staggering 
drunk. It had broken into the camp and 
was drunk on Silas Thompson's rum 
and molasses 
The bear didn't seem to 


know where he was at or where he 
wauted to go, and while he floundered 
round on tho ice Thompson made a cir- 
cuit past bim, got to tbe camp and came 
back witb his gun and shot him. 
It 


proved to be the bear that had robbed 
tbe fishermen's camps so long. He died 
happy, and the fishermen's troubles 
were ended so far as he was concerned.

LINCOLN AB A. POLITICIAN. 


Charles A. Dana'i Account of the Amend 


ment to toe Constitution Prohibittn 
Slavery—Nevada trat Brought lot 
the Union for the Purpose of Carrylu 
out the Plan—Lincoln'* Promlies tha 
Andrew <Tohn»onKefaaed to Fulfill. 
By Chat. A. Dana, in the New York Son. 
Lincoln waa a supreme politician 


He understood politics because b 
understood human natnre. I bad a! 
illustration of this in the spring o 
1864. The administration had deoidec 
that tha Constitution of tbe Unite 
States should be amended BO slaver; 
should be prohibited. Tbis wai no 
only a change in our national policy, i 
was also a most important military 
measure. It was intended not merel; 
as a means of abolishing slaver; 
'orever, but as a means ot affecting tbe 
udgment and feelings aud antioipa 
lone ot those iu rebellion. It was 
relieved that each an amendment to 
the Constitution would be equivalent 
0 new armies in the field, that it would 
be worth 1,000,000 men, that it would be 
an intellectual army that wonld tend 
bo paralyze the enemy and break tbe 
continuity of bis idea. 


In order thus to amend the Constitu- 
ion it was necessary first to have tbe 
ropoaed amendment approved 
by 


hree-fourths of the states. When that 
[uestion came to be considered the 
ssue was seen to be so close that one 
tate more was necessarry. The state 
f Nevada was organized and admitted 
nto the Union for that purpose. I 
have sometimes heard people complain 


f Nevada as superfluous and petty, 
not big enough to be a state; but when 


hear that complaint, I always hear 
braham Lincoln saying, "It ii easier 
o' admit Nevada than to raise another 
million of soldiers." 


In March, 1864, the question of al 
owing Nevada io form a state govern- 
ment finally came up vn the House of 
iepreaentativea. There was strong 
ppoaition to it. For a long time 
Beforehand tbe question had been can- 
asaed anxiously. At last, late one 
fternoon, the President came into my 
fflce, in the third atory of the War 
Department. He used to oome there 
ometimes rather than fiend for me, 
eoause he was fond of walking and 
iked to get away from the crowds in 
be White House. He came in and 
hat the door. 
"Dana," he said, "I am very anxious 
boat this vote. It has got to be taken 
lext week. The time is very short, 
t ia going to be a good dealoloser than 
wish it was." 
"There are plenty of Democrats who 


will rote for it," I replied. "There is 
amea E. English, of Connecticut; I 
hink he ia sure, iant be?" 


'Ob, yes; he ia sure on the merits of 


he question." 
"Then," aaid I, "there's "Sunset" Cox 
fOhio. How is he?" 
"He is sure and fearless. But there 
re some others that I am not sure 
bout. There are three that you can 
eal with better than anybody elee, 
erhaps, as you know them all. I wish 
ou would send for them." 
He told me who they were; it isn't 
ecessary to repeat the names here, 
ne man vaa from New Jersey and 
wo from Nevv York. 
"What will they be likely to want?" 
asked. 
"I don't know," aaid the President; 
[ don't know. It makes no difference, 
ioagh, what they want. Here is the 
.ternative: that we carry this vote, or 
e compelled to raise another million, 
ndl don't know how many more men, 
nd fight, no one knows how long. It 


a question of three votes or new 


rmies. 
"Well, air," aaid I, "what shall I <*ay 
o these gentlemen?" 
"I don't know," aaid he, "but what- 
ver promises you make to them I will 
erform." 
1 sent for them and saw them one by 
ne. I found that they were afraid of 
leir party. They said that fellows in 
is party would be down on them, 
wo of them wanted internal revenue 
olleotors' appointments.

he custom houae of New York. 
I knew tbe man well whom be 
anted to have appointed. He was a 
epublican, though the Congressman 
as a Democrat. I had served with 
im in the Republican county com- 


mittee of New York. The office was 


orth perhaps $20,000 a. year. When 
be Congressman stated the case, I 
eked him, "Do you want that?" 
"Yea," said he. 
"I understand, of course," said be, 
lat you are not saying tbis on your 
wn authority?" 
*'Oh, no." said I; <(I am saying it on 
ne authority of the President. 
Weil, these men voted that Nevada 
e allowed to form a state government 
nd thus they helped secure the vote 
hioh waa required. The next October 
he President signed the praolamation 
dmitting the state, In the February 
ollowing Nevada was one ot the states 
whioh ratified the thirteenth amend- 
ment, by whioh slavery was abolished 


y Constitutional prohibition in all of 
he United States. I have always felt 
bat this little piece ot aide politics was 
ne of the most judicious, humane, 
nd wiae uses ot executive authority 
bat I ever assisted in or witnessed. 
The appointment in the New York 
ustom house waa to wait until the 
erm ot tbe actual incumbent had ran 
nit. My friend, the Democratic Con- 
gressman, was quite willing. "That's 
II right," he said; "I am in no hurry." 
Well, before the time had expired. Mr. 
jincoln waa murdered and Andrew 
ohnson became Preaident. I was in 
he West, when one day I got a tele- 
gram from Boacoe Oonkling: 


"Oome to Washington." So I went. 
"I want you to go and see President 


Johnson," Mr, Oonkling tald, "and Mil

President, that you will see your way 
clear to execute tbis promise." 


"Well, Mr. Dana," he replied. "I 


don't say that I won't; but I have 
ibserved in the course of my exper- 
enoethat such bargains tend to im- 
morality." 


The appointment was not 
made. 


; am happy to say, however, that the 
lentleman to whom the promise was 
;iven never found any fault either with 
'resident Lincoln or with tha assistant 
ecretary who had been the means of 
making the promise to him.

rated by a special Act of the Legisla- 


ture of the State of Nevada, approved March 
8,1897. It is the largest city on the line o 


, the Central Pacific Railroad between Sacra- 


I mento, California, and Ogden, Utah, has had 
a steady and continuous growth ever since its 
inception and is situated in the midst of the 
richest agricultural and stock raising country 
between the Sierra Nevaoa and the Rocky 
mountains. Its resources are agricultural an< 
pastoral rather than those of mines. It is the 
terminus of the V. & T- R. R. extending 
south with its connection three hundred anc 
fifty miles, and also of the N. C. ' & O, R. R, 
extending north eighty miles. 
It is the seal 


of the State University, of the State Hospita 
for Mental Diseases, and of the State Agricul- 
tural Society. At the general election o 
1896 it cast 1300 votes and its present esti. 
mated population is 6,300. Its assessed valua 
tion in the yeas 1897 was the sum of $1,745,. 
890 which was upon a low and very conserve 
tive basis of valuation.. Its total bonded in- 
debtedness from all sources is $45,003. Thi 
total rate of taxation in the year 1897 for 
State, county, and local purposes was $2.87 
on each one hundred dollars valuation. 


By its Incorporation Act the City is author- 


ized, subject lo an affirmative vote of its elec- 
lors 'o issue its bonds in a sum not exceeding 
$150,000 for procuring water and construct- 
ing municipal water works, and in a necessary 
sum for constructing municipal electric ligh 
works. . A special election was called by the 
City Council for October 7; 1897 at which 
election the electors of the ci'y voted in favor 
of bonding the city., in the sum of $130,000 
for municipal water works and in the sum o 
$20,000 for a municipal electric light plant by 
a vote of 409 in favor of and 130 against 
In December 1897 an action in quo warranto 
was instituted in the Supreme Court of Ne- 
vada by Mr. A. G. Fletcher in which the con- 
stitutionality o.' the Incorporation Act was as- 
sailed upon twelve distinct grounds and also in 
which the legality, regularity, and sufficiency 
of the special election held on October 7, 
1897, was questioned. On the 23rd day o 
February 1898, the Supreme Court of Ne- 
vada fiied its unanimous opinion in tEe action 
in which it sustained the constitulionality o; 
the Incorporation Act, and the legality, regu- 
larity, and the sufficiency of the special elec- 
tion, in each and every particular, The City 
Council is authorized by law to raise the nec- 
essary funds with .which to meet the bone 
interest charges and to liquidate the principa. 
by either direct taxation of all property or by 
water and light charges agajnst users or by 
both,

OLD[ENGLISH LAWS. 


The Unlimited Power* Whlob • Father 


Exercised Over Hl» OflDprinr 


In England less than 100 years ago 


the husband had power to choose hi 
wife's associates, to separate her from 
her relatives, to restrain her religion 
and personal freedom, and if the neei 
coulJ be shown even to chastise he 
moderately, aa though she were a ohild 
What constituted sufficient cause fo 
corporal punishment was left for tfa 
husband to prove and the court to de 
pide, but so universally was the master; 
of a man over his wife's body recogniz 
ed that a trial for wife beating was ol 
most unheard of. 


Under these old laws of England tb 


father had power to dispose of bis off 
spring, by' deed or legacy, until they 
were 21 years of age, and the testamen 
tary guardian's right over the children 
superseded that of the mother, who 
absolutely !no legal control over them 
and was entitled to nothing from them 
save their : reverence and respect.. 
Sh 


had no right even to their services, ex 
cept in the case of the mother of an 
illegitimate ohild, who was entitled t 
its control'- and custody. Upon marriag 
the husband became entitled to th 
wife's goods and chattels, to the rental 
and profits of her lands, to her earnings 
and to the custody of her person. In re 
turn he was bound only to supply her 
with shelter, food, clothing and medi 
oine, which he could do ont of her per 
sonal earnings, or out of the profits o 
her properties, should she be an heiress. 
If a father died intestate, his persona 
belongings were divided equally be 
tween his; sons and daughters, but in 
the case of real property a Bon, thougj 
he be younger than all hia sisters, was 
the sole heir. 
In England less than a 


century ago it was not unusual for a 
man to sell his wife Into servitude. — 
New York Commercial Advertiser.
